CONVICT PROSECUTORS

SAN DIEGO, Cal. Dec, 17.— 
Friends took steps today to form an 
organization to finance the appeal

prices swept upward with irresisti- 
ble force today, in response to the 


$200,000,000 stock dividend of the 
United States Steel Corporation, 
putting in motion one of the most; 
spectacular ‘‘bull’’ movements in 
Stock Exchange history. 

Total sales were swollen to more 
than 2,500,000 shares, with trans- 
actions in United States Steel com- 
mon making up a large part of the 
day's business. 

The closing price on Steel was! 
159%, a net gain of 4X points for 
the day. 

Diving the trading a new high 
record for all time of steel common 
was set at 160%. Common stock of 
the Atchison Railway, one of the 
Morgan enterprises, which is ex- 
pected to make a generous dfstribu- 
tion to stockholders next year, shot 
up 6 points to a new peak price. 
National Lead soared 12 points and 
scores of others jumped all the way 
from a point to an extreme of 
points. 

Frenzied trading characterized 
the opening of the market, the floor 
of the exchange presenting a scene 
of wild confusion as _ brokers 
struggled to execute the orders 
which had poured into the market 
overnight from all sections of the 
world.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 17.— 


Robbers slugged a guard and 
f robbed a bank messenger of $79.000 
on a downtown street corner here 
at noon today while thousands of 
Christmas shoppers milled about 
the scene. Obtaining the money, 
the robbers jumped into an auto- 
mobile and escaped. 


The money was being taken 
from the Federal Reserve Bank to 
the Fidelity Bank for use in mak- 
ing up week-end payrolls. 

The holdup occurreé at the en- 
trance of the Fidelity Bank at 
Ninth and Walnut streets 

The loot was all in currency— 
$27.000 dn $10 bills: $27.000 in 
fives; $14,000 in twenties: $11,000 
in ones and $600 in twos. The loss 
was covered by insurance. 

W. A. Green. a Negro messen- 
ger, was carrying the money in a 
sack to the Fidelity Bank. W. M. 
Macavage, the guard, walked a few 
yards behind. Near the entrance 
to the bank two men suddenly ap- 
peared out of the crowd and 
grabbed the bag. while at the same 
time two more began slugging Ma- 
cavage, knocking him to the side- 
walk. Magavage shouted as he 
fell and Green attempted to sprint 
for the bank entrance, but the two 
robbers grabbed the bag off his 
sHoulder and jumped into the car 
where, witnesses said, two more 
men were waiting. 

Macavage rose and rushed into the 
bank. He seized another pistol, his 
own having been lost. ind fired 
twice at the fleeing car. 

Motor cycle patrolmen, attract- 
ed to the scene, gave chase, but 
were reported to have lost the trai! 
near the city limits. 

The holdup, the second largest 
ever perpetrated in Kansas City, is 
believed by police to have been ex- 
ecuted by Chicago or St. Louis 
gangsters. Green, however, was 
unable to identify pictures of three 
Zangsters who are known to have 
been in Kansas City during the last 
10 days. 

Highway throughout Missouri 
and Kansas were being patrolled at 
the request of Kansas City police. 
The robbers’ car headed north, but 
detectives pointed out it could have 
circled back to the concrete road 
between here and St. 4#Louis.

ILLINOIS RIVER CHANNEL 


Project, a Part of Regular Har- 
bors Measure, Passed Without 
Record Vote. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The 
Illinois River channel project in 
the rivers and harbors bill was ap-. 
proved today by the Senate with- 
out a record vote. 

The provision in the Senate bill 
calls for a channel nine feet deep 
and 200 feet wide from Utica, IL, 
to the Mississippi River, at @ cost 
of $3,500,000. 

An amendment by Senator Willis 
(Rep.) of Ohio, which was adopt- 
ed, would provide that nothing in 
the act should be construed as au- 
thorizing the diversion of water 
from Lake Michigan, This amend- 
ment was agreed to by Senator De- 
neen (Rep.) of Illinois, one of the 
sponsors of the channel project.

After an 
intensive campaign along ‘educa- 
tional lines, the patrol will again 
chart the condition of the terri- 
tory. 

“We shall undertake this work 
in a select zone to determine by 
way of demonstration and study on 
a small scale what may be done on 
& large scale. We hope to ascer- 
tain the degree of willingness of St. 
Louls citizens to co-operate in the 
fight on smoke, as well as to deter- 
mine how effective such a plan of 
campaign could be carried out gen- 
erally.”’

3 Society of Penal Information and 
verified by the Welfare League's 
own investigators are the follow- 
ing: 

1. Cruelty to prisoners. The 
practice of requiring prisoners 
reported by guards for alleged 
infractions of the rules to stand 
facing a blank wall until 4 
o'clock in the afternoon. And 
the further punishment method 
@f putting prisoners in dark, 
filthy solitary punishment cells 
Where the only lavatory facili- 
ties are buckets. 

2, Bad food. Prisoners have 
complained to league investiga- 
tors that the food served is 
worse than it has been in years. 
The society report states ‘that 
this food is served in ‘dreary 
and odoriferous mess halls.” 

Hospital Conditions “Tragic.” 

3. Abolition of the prison 
school and inadequacy of hos- 
pital facilities. A part-time phy- 
sicilan is employed when the law 
provides for a full-time medi- 
cal attendant. “The  tubercu- 
losis hospital in construction, 
upkeep ar.d general atmosphere 
is little short of tragic,’’ the Na- 
tional Society of Penal Informa- 
tion states. The main hospital, 
the report finds, “is adequate in 
size but it is not well equipped 
or well kept.” 

4. Working environment. of 
prisoners. Says the society re- 
port: ‘“‘The worst working con- 
ditions as regards lighting, ven- 
tilation and overcrowding found 
in a prison in the country is in 
the shirt and pants shop. Such 
working conditions are a dis- 
grace to the State.” 

5. Overcrowding. The prison 
population as of Oct. 26 last was 
3461. National Society of Penal 

.Information investigators who 
visited the prison in August, 
1925, reported: “The increase 
in population has created condi- 
tions of overcrowding as serious 
as any prison covered by this 
report. The cells contain from 
‘xo to six men and a makeshift 
dormitory is badly overcrowded 
: in the oldest cell house, 
built in 1868, 809 Negroes are 
housed in 152 cells. The cells 
have no plumbing. the ventila- 
tion is quite insufficient for the 
number of men, and the general 
sanitary condition is very bad.” 

Report Called Conscrvative. 

In checking up on the conditions 
enumerated by the National Society 
of Penal Information, members of 
the Missouri Welfare League have 
concluded that this report is very 
conservative. The society is a vol- 
unteer organization and the late 
Thomas Mott Osborne. famous 
prison reformer, was president. On 
the board of directors are Jane 
Addams, Dr. Felix Adler, Josephus 
Daniels, Dr. Charles F. Thwing, 
Zona Gale and others.

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FALL-DOHENY CASE, ABLY 
PROSECUTED, FAIRLY TRIED. 
TOO COMPLEX FOR JURORS 


Men Who Voted Acquittal Had to Weigh 
Confusing Evidence on Fine Points 
Without Any Background.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Ed- 


ward L. Deheny, the petroleum pa- 
triarch who lent $100,000 to his old 
pal, Secretary of the Interior Al- 
bert B. Fall, and then obtained 
from Fall a lease on the 37,000-acre 
Elk Hills naval oil reserve which 
had been set aside for the navy, is 
practically out of the woods in so 


far as criminal prosecution is con- 
cerned. 

Still pending against him and 
Fall is a bribery indictment, based 
upon the $100,000 transaction, but 
since this transaction was the very 
heart of the conspiracy charge 
upon which Fall and Doheny were 
acquitted yesterday by a jury, and 
since the conspiracy case was con- 
sidered the stronger of the two, 
Special Prosecutors Owen J. Rob- 
erts and Atlee Pomerene are ex- 
pected to drop the bribery charge. 

That completes the criminal 
charges against Doheny. , Hence it 
appears certain that no punishment 
will ever be imposed upon him un- 
der the criminal statutes for the af- 
fair of ‘‘the little black bag.”’ 

Civil Suit Still Pending. 

Whether he will be allowed to 
keep the property is another mat- 
ter. Two Federal Courts, District 
and Appellate, already have held 
the lease to have been obtained by 
fraud, and have ordered Doheny to 
make an accounting to the Govern- 
ment for the oil taken from the Elk 
Hills reserve, and to turn the re- 
serve back to the Navy Depart- 
ment. This case, a civil-suit. is 
pending before the Supreme Court 
of the United States. If the judg- 
ment should be affirmed there, it 
would practically amount to the 
imposition of a $12,000,000 fine on 
Doheny, for he has spent that 
amount on construction work. and 
the Appellate Court has held that, 
as a participant in a fraud, he is 
entitled to no credit for ft. 

Following jubilant scenes which 
attended yesterday’s verdict, the 
70-year-old oil man and his fam- 
ily departed last nicht for New 
York and will return within a week 
to their home in Los Angeles. 
Blame, If Any, Ties With System. 

Criticism of the verdict ‘began 
in the Senate yesterday, and is 
likely to continue tn various places. 
However, a calm review of the 
trial by one who witnessed it, leads 
to but one conclusion. namely: 
That a criticism of this verdict can 
only be a criticism of the jury sys- 
tem itself. 


It is a fact. and a remarkable 
fact, that all the alibiec which are 
vustOmary in cases where wealthy 
and influential defendants gO free 
are missing from this case. The 
prosecution was not hampered by 
lack of funds and it was not out- 
weighed in legal talent. 


The latter fact was one of the 
most surprising developments of 
the entire trial. There was the 
usual story of a “million-dollar dg- 
fense,”’ and, indeed, the defense 
counsel table presented an impres- 
sive and brilliant spectacle. But 
when it came to the presentation 
of the evidence, Roberts, a distin- 
fulshed Philadelphia lawyer who 
bore the burden of the labor. was 
fully a match for his combined op- 
ponents. 

First among defense counsel was 
Frank J. Hogan, a Washington at- 
torney with a great and fully de- 
served reputation a jury law- 
ver, flanked by numerous. attor- 
neys from New York and points 
west. It had been freely predicted 
locally that in the closing argu- 
ments to the jury the prosecution 
would simply be overwhelmed. 
Nothing of the sort happened. On 
the contrary, it was the consensus 
of opinion amneg disinterested ob- 
servers that Roberts and Pomerene 
had all the best of it. Confidence 
that his case was won, coupled 
with personal affecticn for Doheny, 
caused the ordinarily magnetic Ho- 
gan to drop his engaging chararc- 
ter and launch into a vitriolic @t- 
tack upon Roberts which obvious- 
Iv weakened his case. 

Case Difficult to Understand. 

What. then, is the explanation 
of the verdict? The plain fact is 
that the case was extremely com- 
plicated and difficult to under- 
stand. It involved a variety of 
transactions. Not even the heroic 
and intelligent efforts of Roberts. 
accustomed to lecturing before 
young law sthdents at the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania, could simpli- 
fy it beyond a certain point. It 
involved many delicate questions of 
law and evidence. It required 
analysis and discrimination of 4a 
nigh order.

Big Questions for Such a Jury.

Ably Presented, Fairly Tricd. 


To suggest the prosecution's side 
of the case was not ably present- 
ed, is to do a crying injustice to the 
indefatigable labors of Koberts and 
Pomerene. It was presented with 
commanding skill. To intimate, as 
Senator Heflin did yesterday, that 
Justice Adolph Hoehling, the pre- 
siding Judge, failed to maintain 
an impatrial atthiude throughout 
the trial, is simply to fly in the 
face of all the visible and audible 
evidence. Never, in the experience 
of this reporter, was a trial con- 
ducted with a finer or more au- 
stere sense of judicial impartiality. 

The jury was contronted, in the 
brief space of three weeks, with a 
bewildering volume of ora] testi- 
mony and documents.

PORT LOUIS (Mauritius), Dec. 
1.—In the magnificent but dilapi- 
dated Chateau Morange, at St. 
Denis, capital of the French island 
of Reunion, Abd El Krim, the de- 
feated “Sultan of the Riff,” has 
now settled down to his life of 
exile. ‘His brother, an uncle, half 
a dozen wives, and four sons bear 
him company, but his closest friend 
is one of his former opponents, a 
French officer, Capt. Sagnes, who 
fought brilliantly against Abd El 
Krim’s warriors in Morocco. 

Abd El Krim says he is sorry he 
went to war with France, but 
events forced him to do so. There 
is some suggestion that he intends 
to write his memoirs, and reveal 
the facts behind the Riff rising. 

Twelve of the 30 rooms in the 
Chateau Morange have been fitted 
up for the exiles regardless of ex- 
penée, and the entire cost of Krim’s 
existence in Reunion is being borne 
by the Protectorate of Morocco. 


BRITISH ARMY REDUCED THIRD 
SINCE PRE-WAR DAYS 


Now Has Fighting Strength of 
413,500 Men, a Decrease 
of 234,500.

LONDON, Dec. 17.—The fight- 


ing strength of the British Army 
has been reduced by one-third 
since prewar days. Parliament was 
told by Lord Middleton before its 
adjournment that the present total, 
including regulars, army reserve, 
special reserve and territorials, was 
413,500 men, a decrease of 234,500. 

At the same time,” he declared, 
the administrative staff of the War 
Office had been doubled. In his 
opinion it was “‘midsummer mad- 
‘ness to clip the army to maintain 
the War_Office.”’

Labor, Luis Morones, in a telegram 
to oil men made public today.

“I have often thought of visit- 
ing America,” the Duce declared. 
“In fact as long as I can remem- 
ber, I have always wanted to seo 
your country. A people which 
built rapidly with its own hands 
such colossal fortunes and formid- 
able. power could not fall to at- 
tract me strongly. 

“Then, my sympathy is great- 
ly increased when [ notice that 
despite the fact that an ocean i- 
vides us, our revolution and the 
work of fascism have been more 
quickly and more completely un- 
derstood in America than in many 
other countries separated from us 
by a few hours train journey. 

“America’s understanding of our 
movement is easily explained, if 
it is considered that your: pioneers 
raised with their robust arms on 
the virgin soll of America a tem- 
ple to a new goddess which is the 
same to which all fascists have 
raised a similar temple on the 
banks of the Tiber—Energy.’”’

Ashurst Delays Expected

Would Try Him; Deneen

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—The 
fight over admitting Frank lL 
Smith as a Senator from Illinois 
was unexpectedly postponed in the 
Senate today when Senator Ashurst 
(Dem.) of Arizona, gave notice he 
would not call up his resolution 
barring the appointee, “until Smith 
presents his credentials.” Smith 
was appointed by Gov. Small yes- 
terday to fill out the term of the 
late Senator McKinley. Smith was 
elected in November to succeed 
McKinley for the full term begin- 


ning in March. 
The Arizona Senator had said 


at today’s session, so that Smith 
would know in advance “the feel- 
ing of the Senate.” It was indl- 
eated that the delay was based on 
a hope that the appointee would 
not accépt the commission offered 
by Gov. Small. 

Vice President Dawes gave && 
surances that the Ashurst resolu- 
tion could be called up at any 
time its author desired. . 

Rumors spread through Capitol 
Hill this morning that Smith would 
reject the appointment by Gov, 
Small to the vacancy causeg 
by the death of William B. Mos 
Kinley. 

This is the course urged upon 
him by every administration, lead- 
er of note for the last 10 days. If 
he accepts the appointment, it was 
predicted, he will find the doors 
of the Senate slammed in his face 
or take his oath of office only to 
he thrown out as soon as a final 
vote can be forced. 

The question of seating Smith 
already has split the Senate into 
three factions. 

First, the old Democratic-insurg- 
ent coalition is ready to reject 
Smith's credentials and deny him 
the right to enter upon his duties 
as a Senator. 

Second, administration leaders 
and some Democratic advocates 
of state’s rights urge that he be 
given the oath of office and then 
ousted, after an investigation by a 
Senate committee. 

Third, a corporal’s guard led by 
Senator Deneen of I!linols, contends 
that Smith should be seated now 
and again in the Seventieth Con- 
gress. This latter group consti- 
tutes a hopeless minority. 

“I don't think Mr. Smith should 
be permitted to take his oath,” 
said Senator Norris (Rep.), Ne- 
braska, Insurgent leader. “And I 
don't belfeve he will even be seat. 
ed.” 

Speedy Inquiry, Says Watson. 

Administration leaders will fight 
to permit Smith to take the oath. 

“When Senator Smith comes here 
with credentials from the Gover- 
nor of his State, he should be seat- 
ed,” said Senatér Watson (Rep.), 
Indiana. “The Governor hag the 
right to appoint anyone he chooses 
under the sovereign power of 4 
state. After he is seated, it de- 
volves upon the Senate to decide 
whether he has the qualifications 
to sit as a member. The Senate 
alone has the constitutional au- 
thority ‘to make this decision.

Insurance Under Compensation Law. 
To the Editer of , the Past-Dispatch. : : 

AM referring to a recent editorial in 

your paper in which the increased 
rates under the new workmen's compen-s 
aatfon law was the topic. Evidently your 
information regarding rates has been re- 
eectved from some_source that is stressing 
the point somewhat. 

As an authority on compensation law, 
having served on one of the State com- 
missions, also having recently worked 
strenuously to see Missouri have a com. 
pensation law, may I make the following 
suggestions? 

It is hardly fair to create an impres- 
sion that rates are to be higher under the 
new compensation law than they 
before the law went into effect. 


was to have been a 16 per cent increase 
fn rates, effective Dec. 1, 1926. But this 
was not put tnte effect owing to the fact 
that the people of the State had demon- 
sirated they wanted a compensation law, 
thereby saving at least this increase. 

Of course some rates have been raised, 
but the Insurance Commissioner is the 
ene to adjust. rates that are considered 
high, and not the Compensation Com- 
mission, and criticising the compensation 
law will not help any to bring these rates 
down. A large number of classifica‘ions 
under the new compensation rates show 
a marked decrease. In some cases rates 
are cut almost in half, if the old 10,000 
and 20,000 limite Hability insurance is

Candy Firm Had Left for 
Day, Those Hurt Making 


Overtime.

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 18.—-One 
person was killed and possibly two, 
when a large water tank fell 
through the roof of the T. H. Wun- 
derle Candy Factory, at 118 to 132 
Pegg street, today. A large num- 
ber of employes were baried in the 
wreckage,\but all but two, the po- 
lice said, were rescued. 

Seven or eight persons were in- 
jured and taken to hospitals. Marte 
Hammill, an employe, was taken 
out dead. 

The big tank fell to the roof 
and crashed through to the third 
floor and then went down through 
the other floors, cutting a gap 
more than 20 feet wide. 

Most of the employes had gone 
for the day, but some remained 
of@ duty to make overtime. Due 
to the fact that a large number 
ef persons are employed in the 
factory, police and firemen feared 
that many were buried under the 
wreckage. Prompt action in get- 
ting out those caught prevented 
a greater loss of life. There were 
many harrow escapes from death. 

The crash of one of the walls 
carried with it a number of high 
tension wires. The wires dangied 
in the street and held up the work 
of the rescuers for about 10 min- 
utes until the venice ee shut off.
